ON  DON.  Nov.  27—  Throughout 
the  chill  afternoon  and  far  Into 
the  gloomy  London  night. 
Queen  Mother  Alexandra's  subjects, 
moving  alowly  In  a  tremendoua  sor- 
rowing column,  today  and  tonight 
paaeed  by  score*  of  thouannd*  Into 
the  duak  of  Westminster  Abbey  to  pay 
their  last  respects  at  the  bier  of  their 
departed  aoverelgn. 

The  vast  crowd,  which  stretched 
for  more  than  a  mile  outside  the 
Abbey,  furnished  an  impreaalve  clos- 
ing picture  for  thla  day  of  final 
tribute. 

This  morning,  through  the  gently 
falling  snow,  a  ghostly  royal  procea- 
alon,  proceeding  without  sound  along 
the  white  carpeted  streets,  followed 
the  Queen  Mother's  coffin  from  St. 
James'  Palace  to  the  Abbey,  nnd  after 
the  solemn  funeral  service  was  held 
there  the  public  began  Its  pilgrimage 
past  the  bier. 

Queue  Mile  and  Half  lawig 

An  hour  after  the  Abbey  waa 
opened  to  the  people,  the  queue  was 
a  mile  and  a  half  long,  with  people  six 
abreast,  extending  back  from  the 
doors  through  the  streets  Those  who 
went  directly  to  the  Abbey  to  gain 
entrance  had  to  walk  twenty  minute* 
to  Grosvenor  Road  to  take  their 
place*  at  the  end  of  the  column 

Officiate  of  the  Abbey  aald  late  to- 
night that  If  it  were  necessary  the 
doors  would  remain  open  throughout 
the  night.

Feng  Tighten*  Grip 

Although  dispatches  from  Mukden 
aald  Chang  Tso  Lin  was  determined 
to  fight  lo  the  last,  other  defections 
among  his  follower*  were  reported, 
making  his  stand  seem  like  <i  forlorn 
hope.  Meanwhile  an  additional  divi- 
sion snd  other  troops  of  the  "Chris- 
tian General's"  forcea  were  taking 
their  places  in  the  garrison  In  Peklna. 
tightening  the  grip  of  Feng  on  the 
capital.  Hla  early  arrival  la  Peking 
from  hla  headquarters  at  Kalgan  la 
considered  probable. 

The  thief  executive.  Marshal  Tunn 
Chi  Jul.  still  remain*  in  Peking,  in 
spite  of  his  desire,  expressed  to  the 
cabinet,  to  resign  and  free  himself  of 
the  Imbroglio  Inlo  which  Northern 
China  hss  been  thrown.  He  is  un- 
derstood to  hsvc  received  assurances 
from  Feng  Yu  Hslang  and  U  Chlng 
Ling,  civil  governor  of  Chlhll.  In  which 
Peking  is  located,  that  the  peace  will 
not  be  disturbed.

The  second  phase  was  In  1  872.  nine 
yeare  later,  when  Prince  Kdward  suf- 
fered from  a  xevere  Illness,  and  was 
near  to  death.  Upon  his  recovery  It 
was  deemed  deelrable  to  hold  services 
of  national  rejoicing,  a  project  which 
did  not  meet  with  the  approval  of 
Queen  Victoria,  who  wua  mourning 
the  Prince  Consort  and  disliked  the 
thought  of  any  function  necessitating 
her  attendance. 

The  Dean  quoted  the  beautiful  and 
tactful  letter  to  the  Queen  with  which 
the  Princeas  won  her  cauae. 

"She  Wm  a  (hichI  Woman" 
Twenty  years  elapsed  between  the 
second  and  third  phases,  when  the 
Princes*  sat  beside  the  bed  of  her 
dying  son.  the  Duke  of  Clarence.  It 
was  to  his  Whispered  remark  that 
something  was  calling  him  that  she 
made  her  gentle  reply:  Jesus  ia  call- 
ing you.  my  dear." 

"I  am  going  to  forget  for  the  mo- 
ment," the  Dean  said,  "that  she  waa 
a  Queen.  She  was  a  good  woman. 
Without  doubt  she  had  her  faults, 
but.  like  a  woman  in  the  Gospels, 
She  loved  much.'  All  the  world 
knows  with  what  Infinite  sympathy 
she  entered  into  the  sorrows  of  others, 
and  sought  to  give  them  relief,  espe- 
cially In  the  cases  of  little  crippled 
children.  Ood  bless  her  soul,  and 
may  she  rest  in  peace  " 

Prayers  were  offered  by  the  Bishop 
of  Columbia,  and  the  hymn.  "Jesus 
Lives."  was  sung  by  the  congregation, 
followed  by  the  national  anthem  and 
benediction.

A  Ureal  . ..  .  a-,.,,, 
i:ev.  Or  Wilson  paid  a  striking 
tribute  to  the  character  and  Influenee 
of  the  late  Queen  Mother.  He  pointed 
out  that  there  was  no  emotion  which 
brought  a  sense  of  unity  to  the  human 
race  more  than  grief,  and  on  this  oc- 
casion the  sympathy  of  the  whole 
Rmplre  went  out  to  the  British  Royal 
Family.  It  was  fitting,  he  said,  thst 
they  should  thus  gather,  representing 
all  condltlona  and  classes  of  eociety 
among  the  clt  liens  There  waa  ao 
much  of  good  In  the  great  life  wh.eh 
had  so  recently  closed  that  "as  we 
pay  our  tribute  la  one.  who  waa  be- 
loved of  all.  we  can  appreciate  her 
character  and  home  life  in  a  remark 
able  way." 

If  It  were  poasible  to  learn  her  opin- 
ion on  a  service  of  that  nature,  it 
would  be  something  like  this,  the 
speaker  said:  "Let  it  be  simple  and 
abort.  Let  there  be  no  eulogy  of  the 
axd.  Speak  to  the  living;  give  them 
some  simple  direct  suggestion  that 
they  may  be  guided,  directed  and  ad- 
monished In  their  lives." 

It  waa  a  particular  privilege,  Dr. 
Wilson  pointed  out,  to  mark  fittingly 
the  passing  of  a  strong  earnest,  beau- 
tiful and  good  woman,  greater  and 
grander  than  whom  Ood  had  not  yet 
sent  Into  the  world. 

Her  Character 

Sometimes  they  were  tempted  to 
analyse  the  causes  which  made  people 
great  in  all  ages,  and  In  spplylng  that 
principle  to  Queen  Alexandra,  the 
nrst  point  which  would  occur  waa  her 
simplicity,  her  frankness,  her  eon- 
statency.  her  kindliness.  She  waa  al- 
ways the  same  in  every  station  she 
occupied  In  life,  whether  In  private 
or  In  public  she  waa  always  clear  and 
frank  and  sweet  and  atrong  and 
unaffected.  These  characterlatlcs 
would  have  ma.le  here  great  had  ahe 
been  only  an  obscure  woman  in  a 
huhle  home  instead  of  a  Queen. 

In  the  second  place  they  loved  and 
admired  the  Queen  Mother  bee*  use 
of  her  great  concern  for  the  welfare 
the  prosperity  and  the  happiness  of 
others.  Ten  thousand  Illustrations 
occurred  to  memory  where  she  had 
showed  that  spirit.  Thoee  who  oc- 
cupied a  throne  were  subjected  to 
criticism  of  the  whole  world,  but  not 
one  single  incident  could  |,e  recslled 
sboui  Queen  Alexandra  which  re- 
flected upon  her  splendid  character 

They  all  knew  of  the  numerous 
public  institutions  which  were  found* 
e«l  arid  others  supported  by  her.  Dur- 
ing periods  of  great  responsibility  and 
periods  of  deep  peraonal  sorrow,  she 
maintained  her  poise  and  showed  her 
regard  for  the  trouble*  of  others. 
A  M»  -murk  a  Mr  t  arerr 
Dr.  Wilson  briefly  traced  her  career 
from  the  time  she  came  to  Kngland 
as  a  young  girl,  of  her  devotion  to 
home  ties  from  which  she  never  per- 
mitted public  duties  At  social  engage- 
menta  to  deflect  t  her  Interest.  He 
alluded  to  her  berieflclal  Influence  on 
King  Kdward  when  Prince  of  Wales, 
on  him  as  King  during  her  brief  period 
as  Queen  Consort,  and  upon  His  Pres- 
ent Majesty  her  son  On  the  Kmplre 
her  Influence  had  been  so  good  aa 
to  reach  the  least  inhabitant  of  the 
remotest  quarter  of  the  Kmplre. 

Two  thoughts  he  would  leave  with 
them.  her  deep  value  of  the  home 
life,  the  underlying  security  of  a  na- 
tion, and  her  high  sense  of  what  was 
right,  true,  noble  and  Just  In  public 
affairs.  She  waa  a  deeply  religious 
woman,  and  It  might  be  aald  of  her 
now  that  she  had  passed,  in  the  worda 
of  the  poet;

All  the 
ships  above  100  tons  are  required  to 
carry  operators,  but  during  the  strikes 
of  1020  and  1922.  the  regulations  were 
waived  in  some  cases,  on  condition 
that  the  passengers  be  informed  that 
there  was  no  wireless  operator  on 
board  the  vessel  on  which  they  sailed.

The  House  took — or  was  adminis- 
tered —  short  courses  In  the  subjects  of 
history  and  economy  today.  These 
subjects  were  considered  in  their 
political  and  Provincial  aspects,  the 
lecturer  being  Hon  Minister  of  Lands 
Pattullo.  Ostensibly  the  occasion  was 
that  of  the-  minister's  annual  Inter- 
vention In  the  Budget  debate.  Actu- 
ally the  occasion  was  the  minister's 
annual  dealing  with  the  comparative 
excellences  of  the  Government  party 
and  the  comparative  degeneration  of 
the  misguided  opposition  party  It  Is 
a  hardy  annual,  this  commlnatory 
speech  of  the  honorable  minister;  and 
It  is  such  an  old  friend  that  a  press 
gallery  bon  mot  upon  It  Is  already 
two  or  three  years  old.  "It's  a  good 
speech."  said  a  certain  parliamentary 
correspondent,  "and  I  always  said  It 
was  a  good  speech." 

Old  wines,  old  friends,  old  sweet- 
hearts, are  best,  as  rare  Ren  Jonaon 
used  to  say;  and  It  would  even  seem 
that  sometimes  old  speeches  are  the 
best  speeches  too.  Certainly,  the  hon- 
orable minister  from  Prince  Rupert 
was  In  excellent  form  toklay.  He  de- 
monstrated that  neither  had  time 
withered  nor  custom  staled  the  in- 
finite variety  of  his  gusto  for  the  con- 
genial task  of  hitting  his  friend  the 
enemy.  It  appeared  Indeed  upon  his 
review — which  he  thought  was  quite 
an  Impartial  review  -of  the  ins  and 
outs  of  British  Columblu  politics  dur- 
ing the  last  twenty  years,  that  when- 
ever the  country  had  been  about  to 
go  to  the  dogs  it  was  always  the 
wicked  Conservatives     who  were  re- 


the  rountry  had  been 
saved  from  destruction  it  was  always 
the  good  Liberals  who  were  respon- 
sible. 


The  House,  with  every  outward  ap- 
pearance that  It  was  really  of  opinion 
that  now  was  the  time  for  all  goo.d 
legislators  to  come  to  the  aid  of  public 
business,  seemed  somewhat  taken 
aback  to  discover  that,  In  the  min- 
ister's opinion,  now  was  the  time  for 
all  good  men  to  come  to  the  aid  of 
the  Hrand  Old  Party.  At  all  events 
It  was  nottceable  that  the  vigorous 
and  fluent  periods  of  the  speech  were 
listened  to  by  a  progressively  dimin- 
ishing audience.  Perhaps  It  was 
that  the  shortcomings  of  the  regime 
of  the  late  Hlr  Richard  McBrlde.  with 
which  the  speech  was  much  preoc- 
cupied, smacked  overmuch  of  the 
practice  of  flogging  a  dead  horse.

'  The  present  session  of  the  Legisla- 
te bids  fair  to  outdo  all  its  prede- 
;es»or»  in  the  process  of  time-waating. 
Ar.   K    II    l'ooley,  the  Conservative 
,cadrr,  point*  out  that  although  four 
veeks  of    its    constricted    life  have 
lassed  there  is  seal  1  a  lack  of  con- 
ductive measures.     Time  haa  been 
Lasted,  and  wafted  lamentably  in  dis- 
fussion    of    exoflc     tubjecti  with 
Lhich  'such  a  deliberative  body  haa  no 
foncern.    The  Government  policy  af- 
lectina;    the    Pacific    Great  Eastern 
oblem  remaina  a  matter  of  conjec- 
e,  although    if  there    ia  a  policy, 
hatever  it  is.  should  have  been  laid 
efore  the  House  at  the  inception  of 
c  session;  should,  indeed,  have  been 
eralded  in  the  Speech,  and  should 
<•  a  subject  of  many  weeks  delibera- 
ion  and  cogitation. 
Members  of  the  Provincial  Cabinet 
4,ere  so  thoroughly  immersed  in  the 
Federal  election  campaign  that  they 
had  no  tune  left  to  prepare  the  legis- 
lation for  the  present  session.  They 
Complain  now  that  their  time  is  taken 
ftp  by  delegations.    That  complaint  is 
hardly     justified     inasmuch     as  a 
■rest    deal    if    not    all    the  legis- 
lation    which    originates    with  the 
Government     is     inspired     by  the

the  Government  has  the  habit  of 
founding  the  opinion  of  interested 
parties  before  it  originates  anything 
itself.  It  is  delegation-ridden,  and  of 
its  own  volition.  That  is  the  reason 
why  there  is  no  P.  G.  K.  policy  forth- 
doming.  It  has  thrown  out  several 
Bints  of  what  might  be  done  in  the 
effort  to  see  if  public  opinion  will 
consolidate  on  any  one  of  these. 
Public  opinion  has  not  been  respon- 
sive. It  very  rarely  is  except  when 
a  matter  is  placed  before  it  definitely 
in  the  form  of  an  appeal  by  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  day.  The,  Govern- 
ment is  at  the,  present  moment  on  the 
horns  of  a  dilemma  on  the  P.  G.  E. 
problem.  It  does  not  know  what  the 
people  want  It  does  not  know 
what  it  wants  itself,  save  that  it  wants 
to  d<>  something  that  will  not  an- 
tagonize public  opinion. 

All  the  criticism  of  the  past  few 
sessions  on  the  subject  of  delayed 
legislation  and  wasted  opportunity  has 
been  unavailing  in  improving  the 
business  methods  of  the  Legislature. 
Thai  body  is  now  launched  on  the 
Budget  Debate  which  will  drag  its 
weary  way  through  another  week  or 
so  of  exuberant  verbosity.  The  House 
is  not  tired.  It  never  grows  tired  qf 
hearing  itself.  It  knows  there  is  a 
lai  k  of  control  which  prevents  it 
from  running  in  the  grooves  of  busi- 
ness capability.  It  will  not  grow  rest- 
less until  the  eleventh  hour  rush  to 
get  away  for  the  Chrsitmas  holidays. 
Then,  as  in  the  past  few  years,  the 
"major  legislation"  (as  it  is  euphoni- 
ously called),  will  be  passed  hurriedly 
and  without  mature  deliberation 
simply  because  the  Government  has 
been  dilatory  in  informing  the  Legis- 
lature of  its  intentions;  perhaps,  in- 
deed, dilatory  purposely  so  that  there 
may  not  be  too  much  discussion  TtO  its 
motives.  It  is  not  the  way  the  busi 
ncss  of  the  Province  should  be  con- 
ducted and  the  Legislature  must 
know  that  this  is  exactly  what  the 
peopl«  are  saying. 


FOR  CRIPPLED  CHILDREN 

So  much  public  interest  has  been 
aroused  in  the  proposed  solarium  or 
home  for  crippled  children  to  be 
established  on  Vancouver1  Island  that 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  tag 
day  being  held  today  irr '  aid  of  the 
funds  will  meet  with  a  cordial  re- 
sponse. Victoria  is  going  to  be  the 
pioneer  in  the  inatitution  of  this  ex- 
periment in  Canada  It  is  the  ideal 
place  for  the  experiment  because  of 
the  climate  and  the  generous  gift  of 
sunlight,  since  the  treatment  ..i 
crippled  children  is  so  largely  based 
on  the  suu  cure.  The  site  of  the 
home  is  to  be  at  Mill  Bay  and  the 
funds  for  the  venture  are  being  ac- 
cumulated by  degrees.  It  is  most 
timely  to  suggest  now  that  the  so- 
larium should  constitute  a  memorial 
to  the  late  <Jueen  Mother,  if  permis 
sion  to  this  effect  could  be  secured. 
The  lot  of  helpless  children  bulked 
very  largely  in  the  sympathies  of  Her 
Majesty,  and  it  would  be  a  work 
reminiscent  of  her  great  and  perennial 
humanity  if  a  monument  of  this  char 
acter  to  her  memory  were  erected  M 
Vancouver  Island. 

The  cause  of  the  crippled  ones  can- 
not fail  to  tomb  every  heart.  What 
is  proposed  here  is  based  on  an  idea 
borrowed  from  F.iwjland  The  sun 
cure  is  practised,  too,  in  Switierland 
and  it  is  felt  that  Vancouver  Island 
offers  excellent  prospects  bf  at  least 
emulating  if  not  surpassing  the  re- 
sults achieved  elsewhere.  It  is  ft 
broad-minded  idea  that  the  childrea 
of  all  Western  l  anada  who  are  suffer- 
ing should  he  given  the  advantage  of 
the  sun  treatment  here,  and  for  that 
reason  the  appeal  becomes  all  the 
more  widespread  The  public  gener- 
ally are  being  given  the  opportunity 
of  assisting  tSrough  the  tag  day  and 
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,  mvei  Island  will  soon  he  an  a«  com 
l'h-hrd  tait. 

P-G.E.  POLICY

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way,  there  is  one  aspect  of  such  a 
proposal  that  deserves  the  closest 
consideration.  It  is  that  the  people 
should  decide  "and  not  the  Leg.sla- 
ture.  The  land  is  one  of  the  natural 
resources  of  the  people  of  British 
Columbia  The  making  of  it  available 
for  settlement  is.  In  part,  the  task  of 
the  Government  by  policies  approved 
by  the  Legislature.  When,  if  ever, 
the  question  arises  of  the  proposed 
cession  of  land  in  block  areas  for.  the 
purpose  of  a  bargain  being  struck, 
the  people  should  be  consulted  as  to 
wheuher  or  not  they  wish  to  be  part- 
ners to  such  a  bargain. 

The  Government  is  anxious  to  sell 
the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway. 
Probably  the  people  are,  as  well,  so 
that  tin  v-  may  be  relieved  in  part  from 
the  heavy  obligations  that  it  entails. 
How  far,  however,  the  people  are 
ready  to  sacrifice  great  areas  of  land 
in  the  process  is  quite  another  ques- 
tion. We  do  not  say  they  are  not 
ready,  but  it  is  a  matter  of  common 
sense  and  political  wisdom  to  consult 
them  before  anything  is  done.  The 
Government  is  on  trial  in  the  minds 
of  the  people,  for  one  thing,  regarding 
its  handling  of  the  Pacific  Great  Eaat- 
ern  Railway.  In  any  new  policy  it 
may  adopt  to  improve  the  situation 
of  marking  time  that  has  prevailed 
it  should  consult  the  people,  not  by 
way  of  a  plebiscite  or  referendum,  but 
by  a  straight  appeal  to  the  country. 

If  the  Government  has  a  railway 
policy  which  it  believes  will  inure  to 
the  benefit  of  the  people  it  should  not 
hesitate  to  consult  them  Conserva- 
tive Governments  have  done  this 
wherever  major  railway  policies  of 
provincial  importance  are  concerned. 
They  have  not  been  afraid  to  test 
public  opinion,  and  the  very  fact  that 
public  opinion  has  been  tested  in  this 
respect  in  the  past  is  a  reason  why 
it  should  be  tested  again  for  the 
people  are  better  informed  now  than 
ever  before  in  the  light  of  experience. 


BRITISH  COLUMBIA'S  DEBT 

A  wholly  wrong  impression  is  li- 
able to  be  created  in  the  public  mind, 
as  well  as  in  financial  circles,  by  the 
Government's  method  of  computing 
the  Provincial  debt  of  British  Colnm 
bia.  A  debt  does  not  cease  to  be 
a  debt,  and  it  most  certainly  con- 
tinues to  be  a  liability,  when  it  is 
income  producing.  A  question  of 
linancial  interest  is  raised  by  a  method 
employed  in  the  Budget  Speech  of 
Dr.  J.  I).  MacLean.  He  points  out 
that  the  total  gross  debt  of  British 
Columbia  is  $76,888,249.  From  this 
gross  total  he  subtracts  $16,525,079.82, 
representing  the  amount  in  sinking 
funds.  This  subtraction  is  quite  le- 
gitimate as  the  money  is  available. 
The,re  is,  however,  a  hgure  of  $17,1J6,- 
"48  also  deducted  from  the  gross  debt 
which  represents  that  part  of  the  debt 
that  is  revenue-producing.  The  Gov- 
ernment on  this  amount  received  in 
revenue  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
March  31  last  a  sum  of  $1.0JJ.498.49, 
or  six  per  cent. 

The  point  is  that  the  amount  in 
question,  namely,  $17,136,948,  still 
consumes  a  part  of  the  net  pro- 
vincial debt  since  it  will  ultimately 
have  to  be  liquidated,  and  since,  so 
far,  no  sinking  fund  is  available  for 
that  particular  purpose  as  all  the  sink- 
ing funds  are  included  in  the  afore- 
mentioned sum  of  $16,525.079  82  which 
is  legitimately  subtracted  from  the 
gross  provincial  debt.  It  would  ap- 
pearf  therefore,  that  the  net  debt  of 
British  Columbia  should  be  the  sum 
of  $33.662,027  82.  which  Dr.  MacLean 
claims  it  is.  plus  $17,136,948  (the  rev- 
enue-producing debt),  or  a  total  net 
debt  of  $50.798.965  82.  As  Dr.  Mac 
Lean  has  set  forth  in  tabular  form 
the  debt  of  British  Columbia  repre- 
sents $138.77  per  capita  of  the  popu- 
lation, or  the  highest  rate  per  capita 
of  any  province  in.  the  Dominion.  The 
next  highest  is  Alberta  with  $134.90 
per  capita,  and  the  lowest  is  Prince 
I  .Iward  Island  with  $19  per  capita. 


In  the  Belgian  provincial  elections 
held  this  month  there  were  two  out- 
standing results;  the  first  was  the 
loss  by  the  Socialists  of  their  clear 
majority  in  Liege  Province  and  the 
second,  the  loss  by  the  Catholics  of 
their  majority  in  the  Province  of 
Namur.  In  the  aggregate  vote 
throughout  the  kingdom  the  Liberals 
and  Catholics  have  gained  and  the 
Sociahsrs  and  Communists  lost.  The 
Liberal  vote  increased  from  305.0\J9 
in  April  last  to  351.283;  the  Catholic 
from  788.3S9  to  843.929;  and  the 
Socialist  declined  from  820.650  to 
763.620.  and  the  Communist  from  34. 
147  to  29^69.

All  dwellings  were  owned  by  th* 
women  and  when  a  man  married  he 
went  to  live  In  the  home  of  his  wtf* 
or  hia  wife's  p*ople.  All  inheritance 
cam*  through  the  women.  For  c*n- 
turlea  and  centuries  the  cuatom  of 
living  In  your  wife's  house  or  her 
family's  house  had  prevailed  among 
lh*  Pueblo  Indians. 

There  waa  no  plutocracy  among 
the  Bonltlana.  They  lived  almply.  In 
houses  which  were  all  very  much 
alike.  Kach  man's  work  waa  like  hla 
neighbor's  and  *ach  woman's  was 
Ilk*  her  neighbor's.  The  government 
followed  the  principles  of  represen- 
tation. 

Th*  clan  leaders  and  elected  mem- 
bers of  the  secret  organizations 
elected  what  might  b«  call*d  th* 
mayor  and  decided  all  questions  of 
communal  Interest.

■hip "  Into  his  Job  These  pensioners, 
who  served  Canada  during  the  war, 
have,  alnve  June  SO,  1*22  (Order  In 
Council  110-1426)  been  drawing  their 
pensions  at  the  current  rate  of  ex- 
change, sometimes  as  low  ns  18s  for 
a  f  sterling  from  the  brinks.  I  would 
like  to  quote  a  paragraph  from  a 
letter  dated  Admiralty.  January  7. 
1026: 

"By  arrangement  with  the  yarious 
Dominions.     etc.,    naval  penaloners 

domiciled  in  auch  Dominions^-  have 
been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
respective  Oovernmehta  for  mobilisa- 
tion In  the  first  Instance  If  their 
services  are  required." 

One  can  see  by  that  arrangement 
that  Canada,  for  her  fifteen  cents  per 
head  towards  navgl  defence.  '  has 
placed  at  her  disponat  a  body  of  ex- 
perienced men  (there  are  plenty  of 
ex-naval  men  In  Canada),  trained, 
tried  and  true  to  the  traditions  of  the 
finest  service  In  the  world,  the  Im- 
perial navy.  Canada  Is  certainly  gen- 
erous to  these  men.  who  she  can  turn 
to  if  «he  wants  them  In  case  of  need. 

What  the  powers  that  be  are  try- 
ing to  dd  now  with  the  present 
fantastic  scheme  no  one  seems  to 
know,  but  psy  day  arrives  onoe  a 
month,  which  nppeam  to  be  very 
sutlsfylng  and  acceptable  to  those 
Who  are  getting  it  or  holding  down 
soft  Job*  at  Ottawa.

"navy"  la  no  reason  why  we  should 
have  a  circus  for  a  substitute,  espe- 
cially when  It  ia  coating  us  11,200.-

Although  the  House  spent  th* 
major  portion  of  the  afternoon  ses- 
sion yesterday  diacuealng  the  Motor 
Vehicles  Bill  In  committee,  only  the 
non-eontentloua  clauaea  were  agreed 
to.  the  Attorney-General,  who  was  In 
charge  of  the  measure,  acceding  to  a 
request  to  defer  consideration  of  the 
liability  of  "drive  youreelf"  firm*, 
tranafer  of  motor  vehicle*,  drivers' 
education  teat  and  penalty  clauaea 
until  there  was  a  fuller  attendance 
of  member*. 

A  close  review  of  the  clauses  of  the 
bill  was  given  by  Mr.  H.  I)*spard 
Twlgg.  Conservative.  Victoria  City; 
In  fact,  th*  combined  criticism  of  th* 
opposition  seemed  to  come  from  him. 

fiom*  little  amusement  wa*  caused 
by  i«f*rence  to  the  Premier  as  a 
motor  driver,  and  to  the  possibility, 
suggested  by  the  leader  of  the  Oppo- 
sition, that  he  might  be  awarded  a 
blue  lic*nc*  In  connection  with  a 
slight  accident  he  sustained  earlier 
la  the  day.  in  which,  happily,  no  one 
was  hurt. 

Drivers'  Test  I)ts<-usM>d 

The  Government  considered  the 
date  for  the  enactment  of  th*  amend- 
ed law  and  the  House  acc*d*d  to  a 
suggestion  made  by  the  Premier  that 
the  portion  of  It  requiring  the  exhi- 
bition of  the  licence  on  the  motor 
vehicle  should  be  enacted  by  procla- 
mation. 

The  Attorney-General  stated  that 
representstlons  were  about  to  be 
made  to  him  on  behalf  of  "drive 
yourself"  firms,  which  the  bill  sug- 
gested should  be  held  liable  for  loss 
or  damsge  caused  by  those  hiring 
their  machines.  This  clause  waa  held 
over  for  further  consideration.  Sim- 
ilar treatment  waa  accorded  the  sec- 
tion dealing  with  the  transfer  of  title 
or  Interest  In  a  motor  vehicle. 

A  good  deal  of  discussion  took 
place  on  what  waa  termed  th* 
drivers'  education  test.  The  Attorney- 
General  said  that  the  reason  for  It 
wss  obvious  A  strong  stand  hsd 
been  taken,  he  said,  by  the  Native 
Sons  of  British  Columbia.  While, 
out  of  courtesy  to  tourists,  the  Gov- 
ernment accepted  a  foreign  licence. 
It  was  true  that  there  was  a  large 
element  of  the  population  supplying 
motor  drivers  who  oould  not  read  or 
understand  the  notices  on  the  high- 
ways. The  House,  he  said,  would  un- 
derstand what  was  Intended  by  this 
precaution.  At  a  suggestion  from 
the  Opposition,  Mr.  Manson  agreed 
that  the  clause  stand  over. 

offenders  Not  Deterred 

A  high  compliment  to  the  chauf- 
feurs of  Vancouver  was  paid  by  the 
Attorney-General,  who  said  that  of 
thirty-four  licences  that  hud  been  sus 
pended.  only  one  came  from  that 
city. 

A  lengthy  discussion  took  plsce  on 
the  clause  stipulating  that  there 
should  be  a  minimum  tine  of  t  ■  and 

not  more  than  250  for  operating  a 
motor  vehicle  without  a  licence,  or 
for  permitting  or  trafficking  In  the  use 
of  "white  tickets."  The  Attorney- 
General  reiterated  his  view  that 
magistrate* mentioning  Vancouver 
especially — were  not  giving  such  an 
Interpretation  of  existing  law  as 
would  act  as  a  deterrent  to  offenders. 
He  agreed,  at  length,  that  this  clause 
should  also  remain  over  for  th* 
present. 

The  chief  innovation  among  the 
clauses  agreed  to  was  that  which  re- 
quired that  fines,  hitherto  the  prop- 
erty of  the  municipalities,  should  in 
future  supplement  the  consolidated 
revenue.  If  collected  through  the 
agency  of  the   Provincial  police.

Legislation  to  ameliorate  the  con- 
ditions pertaining  In  the  irrigated 
portions  of  the  Okanagan  Valley  sas 
foreshadowed  in  the  Budget  address 
of  Hon  T.  I)  Pattullo.  Minister  of 
Un.it-  Krlday  afternoon  He  did  not 
Indicate  the  nature  of  the  proposed 
enactment,  other  than  te  say  that  It 
did  not  contemplate  the  Public 
Treasury  assuming  half  of  the  burden 
of  Irrigation  costs  aa  had  been  sug- 
gested  In  representations  from  that 
district. 

In  referring  to  the  situation  In  the 
Okanagan  the  minister  said  that  criti- 
cism had  been  made  of  the  Oovern- 
ment'e  Irrigation  policy,  especially  by 
the  member  for  South  Okanagan  (Mr. 
J.  W.  Jones). 

"The  districts."  he  continued,  "em- 
ployed their  own  engineers  and  the 
diatricts  are  managed  by  trustees  on 
behalf'  of  the  water  uaera.  while  the 
Government  had 
er  to  the  dlstrlcta. 


"Every  argument  and  every  artifice 
possible  waa  uaed  to  secure  advances 
from  the  Government  for  the  resuscl- 
tatlon  of  the  aystema  and  now  that 
some  two  and  a  half  million  dollars 
has  been  advanced  every  possible 
artifice  and  argument  Is  being  used 
to  repudiate  part  of  the  obligation. 
My  friend,  the  member  for  South 
Okanagan.  eays  that  they  do  not  wlah 
to  repudiate,  they  simply  want  a  re- 
adjustment. Hla  Idea  of  readjustment 
is  that  half  of  the  amount  should  be 
borne  by  the  Province  at  large." 

Mr.  Jonee:  I  submitted  three  propo- 
sitions for  the  Government  to  con- 
elder,  that  waa  all.

Premier  Oliver  said 
that  ths  address  given  In  Stanley 
Park  by  ths  former  executive  of  the 
I'nlted  States  was  a  message 
of  peace  and  good  will  among  the 
countries  of  the  world.  It  was  an 
encouragement  and  Inspiration  to  the 
peeplo  of  the  universe  to  cultivate  the 
relations  which  led  to  peace  and 
harmony  and  banish  those  which  re- 
sult In  bloodshed  and  war. 

"I  sometlmos  wonder  If  It  was  not 
the  wisdom  of  a  gracious  Providence 
to  give  emphasis  to  that  historic  rtves- 
nage  by  the  tragic  removal  of  that 
gvcat  man  a  few  days  later.  I  believe 
that  President  Harding's  message 
urging  the  cementing  of  the  English - 
..peaking  nations  of  the  world  In  bet- 
ter understanding.  cordiality  and 
pea.  •  was  of  Dlvln*  origin.  I  have  It 
In  mind  that  this  ausptcloua  gather- 
ing today  la  simply  a  plant  growing 
from  the  seed  sown  by  your  late 
President  among  those  trees  In  Stan- 
ley Park."  the  Premier  concluded. 

Greeted  with  three  ringing  cheers 
and  a  tiger.  IJeutenant-Oovemor  W. 
Ijon  Johnson,  of  Washington  State, 
responded  to  the  expression*  of  wel- 
come to  the  visiting  legislator*.  He 
thanked  the  Canadian  Club  rtnd  Pro- 
vincial legislature  for  their  generous 
hospitality  and  extended  an  urgent 
invitation  to  member*  of  the  British 
Columbia  Legislature  to  return  the 
visit

,  Co-operation  In  problem*  affecting 
both  Washington  and  British  Colum- 
bia by  the  legislature  of  each  country 
would  aid  In  solutions  being  reached 
which  would  benefit  both,  observed 
Governor  Johnson.  He  pointed  out 
that  Washington  waa  faced  with  the 
Imminent  exhaustion  of  ita  timber  re- 
sources through  depletion  and  twenty- 
five  years  would  see  the  exhaustion  of 
this  great  asset.  "What  are  we  to 
turn  to  In  the  coming  years  is  a  prob- 
lem we  are  now  trying  to  aolve?  the 
Governor  stated. 


Attorney-General  Manson  told  the 
visitors  that  the  tradition  of  royalty 
had  a  real  meaning  to  people  of  the 
British  Kmplre.  mentioning  that  the 
Kmplre  was  In  mourning  at  this  time 
owing  to  the  recent  death  of  the  Queen 
Mother  Alexandra.  He  gave  illus- 
trations of  certain  traditions  which 
were  observed  In  the  legislature  and 
the  continuance  of  which  will  assure 
sanity  In  government.  He  character- 
ised the  cltlsens  of  the  United  8tat*a 
as  "a  great  bualness  people  ■ 

"We  have  much  to  profit  by  ming- 
ling with  you  and  learning  your  ways 
of  commercial  activity,"  he  said  ".We 
are  glad  you  came.  We  hope  you 
will  come  again  soon." 

Mr  Logan  Long.  member  of  the 
Washington  House,  recalled  that  tot- 
more  than  100  year*  not  a  fort  had 
obatructed  on  the  boundary  line  the 
entry  of  Canadians  Into  the  I'nlted 
States  or  of  clttsena  of  the  United 
State*  Into  Canada,  and  expressed  the 
hope  that  there  never  should  be  any 
necessity  for  any  fort  to  stand  be- 
tween these  two  countries. 
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Governor  Johnson  asserted  that 
"wi  do  not  look  upon  you  as  a  for- 
eign people.  We  are  on*  raos,  one 
people,  of  common  andestry  and  of 
common  blood  There  Is  no  desire  on 
the  part  of  our  Stats  or  country  to 
profit  at  the  expense  of  other  people 
of  the  world  and  neither  do  you  p©»- 

but  I  think  that  there  Is  nothing  o  I 
be  gained  by  talking  of  scrapping 
these  services  and  any  discussion  of 
the  kind  Is  purely  academic,  because 
they  are  here  and  here  to  atay  for 
all  time. 

Discard  Not  Favored 

•  With  regard  to  the  P.O.K.  Rail- 
way. It  la  my  personal  opinion  that 
it  would  have  been  well  If  the  road 
had  been  finished  from  Vancouver  to 
connect  with  the  Canadian  National 
Tou  would  then  have  the  road  be- 
ginning somewhere  and  ending  some- 
where." 

Members  who  would  discard  the 
railway,  he  declared,  had  no  Idea  of 
the  resource*  of  Central  British  Co- 
lumbia. He  pictured  the  resource* 
behind  his  own  city  of  Prince  Rupert 
and  asserted  that  any  person  who  had 
visited  the  territory  would  not  advo- 
cate throwing  the  railway  into  the 
discard. 

After  pralaing  the  different  policies 
that  had  been  initiated  by  the  Lib- 
erals alsce  they  came  Into  power, 
the  mlnlater  dealt  with  the  Southern 
Okanagan  land  project,  for  which,  he 
said,  hs  took  full  responsibility.  The 
worat  that,  could  be  aald  about  the 
area  was  that  it  had  coat  too  much 
msney.  He  was  confident,  he  aald. 
that  the  time  wo*ld  corue  when  It 
would  be  regarded  aa  a  highly  suc- 
cessful undertaking,  and  to  Insure 
that  he  would  receive  full  credit  for 
hla  part  In  initiating  It  snd  carrying 
It  on  in  ita  early  stages  he  was  hav- 
ing hia  name  carved  in  the  concrete 
of  the  Irrigation  dam. 


"Our  Commonwealth  of  Washington 
and  the  Province  of  BrlUsh  Columbia 
should  be  an  entering  wedge  whereby 
these  two  great  peoples.  Canadians 
and  Americans,  will  be  united.  As 
long  as  the  Union  Jack  and  the  Stars 
and  Stripes  stand  together  and 
mingled  with  each  other,  no  other 
flag  or  emblem  In  the  world  could 
step  In  and  cast  them  asunder.

The  session  wn*  featured  by  a  de- 
nial from  Mr.  K  M.  Ilals.ill.  secretary 
Of  the  Kaqulma'lt  Waterworks  Com- 
pany, that  there  was  truth  In  the 
alleged  charge  that  n  150.000  com- 
mission was  being  paid  in  connection 
with   the  expropriation. 

The  Haanich- Victoria  water  feud 
was  kindled  anew  when  lleeyo  Mac- 
nlcol  characterized 1  as  "absolutely 
untrue"  Mayor  I'endray'a  charge  on 
Thursday  that  the  Haanlch  executive 
had  failed  to  call  a  meeting  of  his 
councillor*  to  discuss  the  price  of 
water  with  the  city  after  having  MM 
that  he  would  do  so. 

Iteeve  Macnlcol  declared  again  th.it 
the  Mayor  had  given  no  opportunity 
for  a  conference  after  March  L'7.  nnd 
before  the  price  of  water  to  S.aanich 
had  been  raised  suddenly  on  June  1. 
■  This  drew  a  denial  from  Mayor 
I'endray  and  sparks  began  to  fly  be- 
fore the  chairman  Intervened  to  re. 
mark  that  "however  pleasant  his

Continuing  the  ease  for  the  city 
when  the  aeaalon  opened.  City  Solici- 
tor Prlngle  referred  to  8aanich  s  stand 
for  a  alx -cant  rate  as  It  was  baaed  Of) 
a  letter  front  the  water  commissioner 
to  the  public  works  committee  of  the 
City  Council  on  November  2B  luat 
year. 

ltsadlng  from  a  memorandum  filed 
by  Water  Commissioner  K.  M.  I'res- 
ton.  Mr.  Prlngle  aald  that  the  letter 
was  by  way  of  being  a  preliminary 
report  on  the  subject  of  the  coat  of 
Hooke  I.*ke  water  delivered  to  the 
city  reservoir. 

"At  the  time  this  report  was  made 
I  had  not  had  an  opportunity  of  going 
Into  the  present  water  situation  aa 
deeply  aa  I  have  since,  and  the  leak- 
age In  the  supply  main  of  approxi- 
mately 2.000.000  gallons  was  Included 
as  water  ■old."  said  the  commissioner 
In  his  memorandum. 

This  obviously  was  an  error  The 
statement  of  cost  of  water  In  1*14  aa 
*uf>mltted  to  the  commltee  was  an 
absolutely  fair  one  nnd.  upon  the  basis 
used  to  arrive  at  It.  It  could  be  shown

The  water  commissioner.  In  con- 
Junction  with  the  city  comptroller, 
tiled  a  detailed  analyals  of  Hooke  l*ke 
waterworks  financing  for  IS24.  which 
showed  that  the  coat  of  water  In  that 
year  waa  S.05  cents  per  thousand 
gallons. 

Mr.  Prlngle  closed  tha  city's  case 
with  the  statement  that  It  waa  rea- 
sonable to  have  centralized  control 
over  the  water  supply  on  the  southern 
end  of  the  laUnd.  because  such  con- 
trol  would  conduce  to  efficiency  and 
thus  to  the  lowering  of  prices  to  the 
consumer. 

Kx-Mayor  Morley  demanded  that 
the  expropriation  tie  put  to  a  vote  of 
the  people.  Mr.  11.  A.  Maclean.  Kf 
counsel  for  the  Ksqulmalt  Company, 
had  run  the  cost  of  the  Hooke  l<ake 
ayatem  up  to  li. 000, 000.  Mr.  Morley 
declared.  Hut  the  actual  cost  was 
$1.710. 000  Mr.  Mclean's  purpose  was 
to  make  the  expropriation  appear  In 
the  light  of  a  good  bargain  4or  the 
city. 

Wo  Retraction 

Mr.  Maclean  replied  that  he  had 
based  his  Information  on  data  furn- 
ished by  the  city  comptroller  and  the 
city  engineer.  The  conclusion  he  had 
drawn  waa  that  by  the  time  the  citi- 
zens had  finished  paying  for  the 
present  system  and  pipe-line,  which 
was  very  Inefficient,  they  would  have 
pdld  more  thsn  $.V. 000.000.  repre- 
sented not  only  in  the  contractual 
price  l»ut  In  interest  and  alnklng  fund 
commitments  and  so  on.  After  due 
consideration  he  would  take  hack 
no  part  of*  that  statement.  Mr.  Mac- 
lean declared.  Indeed  he  would  state 
that  the  system  would  cost  more  than 
that. 

The  basis  of  calculation  was  not 
applicable  With  regard  to  the  Kaqul- 
mnlt  system  because  the  city  was 
paying  for  that  almost  Immediately. 
The  Interest  requirements  on  190,0.000 
would  be  comparatively  small  as  com- 
pared with  the  interest  requirements 
for  the  8ooke  l.ikf  system,  he  pointed 
out. 

Csqulmalt  presented  suggested 
nmendments  to  the  bill  designed  to 
provide  for  the  referring  of  disputes 
between  consumers  and  the  city  to  the 
Hoard  of  Investigation  under  the 
Water  Act;  to  Insure  that  previous 
legislation  regarding  the  obligations 
and  restrictions  of  the  K.squlmslt 
Company  shall  not  lie  repealed  by  the 
proposed  bill;  and  to  give  the  munici- 
pality power  to  expropriate  water 
mains  and  equipment  of  the  distribu- 
tion system  within  Its  boundaries. 
Mcsnoramlum.  In  Pari 

Mr  Wiggins'  memorandum  to  the 
committee,  rends.  In  part,  as  follows: 

"This  Is  the  tlrst  time  in  Hrltlsh 
Columbia  that  a  city  council  has  ad- 
vocated allowing  Its  creditors  to 
handle  a  sinking  fund.  It  is  contrary 
lo  the  Intent  and  meaning  of  munici- 
pal law  This  Is  Ihe  real  Inoulty  of 
the  transaction,  and  the  proposed 
amendment  to  the  hill  does  not  cure 
It.  Aft  the  amendment  does  I*  to 
make  the  interest  realised  from  the 
Investment  of  sinking  fund  moneys 
help  to  build  up  the  sinking  fund. 
None  of  the  sinking  fund  moneys  can 
be  used  to  reduce  the  interest  payable 
on  the  pun  has*  price.  For  that 
reason.  It  Is  not  n  sinking  fund  nt  all. 

"When  financial  people  denl  with 
municipalities,  on  the  sale  of  a  public 
utility  company  to  a  municipality, 
they  Invariably  try  to  do  the  very 
thing  that  is  being  tried  here. 

"The  plan  hns  succeeded  in  some 
places,  but  every  financial  man  and 
lawyer  of  standing  la  on  the  lookout 
for  it  and  blocks  It.  The  unloading 
of  the  street  railway  on  the  ratepay- 
ers of  Seattle  was  r\  slight  variation 
of  this  scheme.  The  original  agree- 
ment between  the  Victoria,  Council 
nnd  the  Rsqulmalt  Water  Works 
Company  was  for  the  city  to  pay  the 
balance  of  the  purchase  money  after 
deducting  the  mortgage.  namely

Commercial   Travellers  Advised 
by  Mayor  Not  to  Antagonize 
Prospective  Buyers 

Mayor  Pendray,  at  a  well  attended 
luncheon  given  by  the  local  branch  of 
the  I'nlted  Commercial  Travelers  In 
Spencer  *  -restaurant  yesterday,  gave 
the  members  of  the  organisation  some 
very  useful  hints  upon  selling  goods. 
He  dwelt  upon  the  subject  of  educat- 
ing salesmen,  and  in  this  connection 
cited  the  ability  shown  by  some  of  the 
high-class  book  sgents,  which  gave 
rise  to  considerable  amusement.

He  offers  an  assessment 
of  thlrty-flve  cents  per  member  per 
annum  The  assessment  will  be  used 
to  pay  the  expenses  of  finalists  of 
provincial  championships  who  go  to 
national  championships,   to  maintain 


the  green  section  of  the 
and  meet  other  expenses. 

"Why  cannot  some  plan  be  worked 
whereby  the  amateur  championship 
will  swing  In  a  cycle  from  Halifax  to 
Victoria?"  Mr.  Anderson  asks  In  dls- 
cussing  his  plan.  One  cannot  esti- 
mate the  Impetus  which  would  be  m 
psrted  to  Canadian  golf  by  such  a 
plan. 

"To  begin  with,  the  plan  I  suggest 
might  be  adopted  by  the  provincial 
executives  having  full  control  of  their 
local  championships  and  the  amateur 
championships  of  Canada  being  held 
under  a  central  executive.

While  Other  Former 
Wealthy  Rulers  Enjoy 
Their  Ease,  Former  Sultan 
Struggles  Against  Poverty 

Hat]  to  !\,n  His  Rent  or  Go 

SAN  REMO.  France.  Nov.  27.— 
Sultan  Mohammed  VI..  the  last  ruler 
and  Caliph  of  Turkey,  is  struggling  to 
maintain  himself  and  his  small 
household  at  this  quiet  retreat  on 
borrowed  money  or  on  charity  funds 
sent  him  by  relatives  and  formei  sup- 
port era. 

While  other  former  European  mon- 
archa  and  noblea  are  living  In  com- 
parative luxury  In  foreign  lands,  Mo- 
hammed VI.  must  make  repeated 
calls  for  assistance  to  save  him  and 
his  modest  retinue  from  poverty. 

The  sged  Sultan  recently  was  so 
hard  up  that  he  was  obliged  to  dis- 
pense with  his  young  son's  German 
nurse.  Soon  after  that  he  was  threat- 
ened with  eviction  If  he.falted  to  pay 
his  rent.  Things  looked  black  for  the 
once  wealthy  and  Influential  head  of 
the  Moslem  world,  when  his  sister 
saved  the  situation  by  pawning  a  dia- 
mond ring  and  a  rope  of  pearls. 

Scarcely  had  this  debt  been  settled 
when  the  Sultan's  nephew  came  to 
Paris  nnd  squandered  half  the  sum 
realized  on  his  mother's  Jewels, 
which  was  said  to  bo  a  million  francs. 


A  fresh  call  probably  will  be  made 
upon  the  former  monarch's  relatives, 
but  many  of  them  are  In  as  great 
need  aa  the  ex-Sultan  himself.  For 
example.  I'rlnce  Zlaeddln.  eldest  son 
of  the  Sultan's  predecessor,  Moham- 
med V.,  la  In  the  last  stages  of  desti- 
tution. He  and  his  wife  and  two 
daughters  are  fuelng  eviction  for  non- 
payment of  rent.  Friends  have  start- 
ed a  subscription  In  their  behalf. 

The  situation  of  the  other  250 
members  of  the  Imperial  family  of 
Turkey  who  were  driven  from  Con- 
stantinople, is  even  more  acute  thnn 
that  of  the  Sultnn.  They  are  scat- 
tered In  different  parts  of  Europe 
and  live  only  by  the  charity  of  their 
friends.  When  they  were  expelled 
from  Turkey  they  were  allowed  to 
take  abtut  $110.  Their  property  was 
nationalised  and  their  Jewels  nnd 
property  confiscated.  These  fugi- 
tives Include  thirty-five  Prlncea  snd 
Princesses  of  the  House  If  Osm.in. 
three  Shelks-ul-lslam.  a  former 
Grand  Vlxler,  many  cabinet  ministers, 
two  Coort  Chamberlalna,  half  a 
score  Of  editors,  many  army  and  navy 
officers  nnd  a  number  of  high  gov- 
ernment officials. 

One  Works  as  <V»ok 

One  of  these  Turkish  noblemen. 
DJemal  Bey.  a  former  Minister  of  the 
Interior.  finding  it  Impossible  to 
make  a  living  In  Europe,  returned  to 
Turkey.  He  surrendered  to  the  au- 
thorities, was  sent  to  Angora,  and 
immediately  Tried  for  treason.  He 
was  found  guilty  and  was  executed. 
Many  like  him  would  like  to  return 
to  their  homeland  rather  than  starve 
abroad,  but  know  they  will  suffer  the 
same  fate,  and  so  they  continue  to 
live  In  poverty  In  European  cities. 

The  more  energetic  and  practical 
of  the  number  are  making  a  living 
at  hard  manual  labor.  One  of  them, 
for  example,  worka  as  a  cook  In  a 
Turklah  restaurant  In  Paris,  a  second 
drives  a  taxlcab.  a  third  peddles  Ger- 
man-made "Persian''  rugs  at  the 
Riviera  resorts,  another  sells  cheap 
cotton  stockings  on  the  streets,  a 
fourth  hawks  bananas,  another  soils 
chestnuts  on  the  curb,  and  so  on.

I1.S6*  and  the  May  |1  r.Stt*.  On  thla 
bulge  buying  power  fell  away,  and 
there  being  plenty  of  wheat  for  sale, 
which  was  largely  coming  from  longs 
with  heavy  profit  taking  In  evidence, 
prices  eased  off  and  later,  when  more 
favorable  news  came  from  Argen- 
tina, the  market  displayed1  heaviness, 
and  finally  closed  from  %e.  to  2c 
lower,  fables  from  Argentina  by  the 
I'nlted  States  Agricultural  fommls- 
sloner  stated  that  the  damage  from 
ru«t  had  been  much  exaggerated,  and 
while  there  had  been  deterioration 
from  frost,  hill  nnd  rust.
